GANG GUILTY 
OF SEX ABUSE

THE eight-week-long trial of a 
gang accused of sexually exploiting 
young girls in Banbury has ended 
with the conviction of five men and 
one youth. 

A social worker who supported 
the young girls during the 
investigation spoke of the tears of 
relief shed after the verdicts, which 
were reached on Thursday and 
Friday of last week. 

The Oxfordshire County Council 
social worker, who asked not to be 
named, said: “There were lots of 
tears for me and my colleagues and 
a sense of relief for the girls - just 
a massive mix of emotions.” 

The jury at Oxford Crown Court 
had heard how the men identified 
their targets by organising parties, 
called Fiddy Events, for under-18s 
between 2009 and 2013. 

Prosecution barrister Stuart 
Trimmer described how the group 
from Banbury subjected their 
victims to a cycle of abuse, which in 
some cases culminated in rape. 

Ahmed Hassan-Sule, 21, of 
Gyndebourne Gardens, Highlands, 
described as the leader of the 
group, was found guilty of 13 
counts of sexual activity with a 
child and one count of assault by 
penetration. 

Mohamed Saleh, 22, of Orchard 
Way, Northrop, was convicted of 
two counts of sexual activity with a 
child and cleared of a further count 
of sexual activity with a child and 
cleared of one count of rape. 

Said Saleh, 20, also of Orchard 
Way, was found guilty of one count 
of sexual activity with a child and 
acquitted of one count of the same 
offence. 

Kagiso Manase, 25, of Warwick 
Road, was convicted of two counts 
of sexual activity with a child, two 
counts of causing or inciting a child 
to engage in sexual activity and one 
count of sexual assault. 

Takudzwa Hova, 21, of Broughton 
Road, was convicted of one count 
of rape, one count of sexual 
activity with a child and two counts 
of causing or inciting a child to 
engage in sexual activity. 

A 17-year-old boy, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was found 


guilty of one count of rape. 

Alexandru Nae, 19, of Broome 
Way, was cleared of one count of 
sexual activity and one count of 
rape. 

During the case a barrister told 
the jury: “As a result of Operation 
Bullfinch the Kingfisher Team, 
a team of social workers and 
police officers, was set up to deal 
with the problem of child sexual 
exploitation in this area. 

“They need results, the Kingfisher 
Team, and the defendants are the 
guinea pigs.” 

Thames Valley Police’s Detective 
Chief Superintendent Andrew 
Murray said: “I am very happy 
to take the criticism that we are 
trying too hard and putting too 
much emphasis into it. That is 
music to my ears. 

“I don’t think there would be 
a member of the public who 
would disagree that we should 
relentlessly pursue people 
suspected of child abuse. 

“There are proper safeguards 
in place in court and we go to 
extraordinary lengths to ensure 


proper evidence is presented and 
people get a fair trial, 

“But I make no apology for 
continuing to increase the numbers 
that we put before the courts.” 

The five men are due to appear at 
Oxford Crown Court on April 17 for 
sentencing. 

The 17-year-old will be sentenced 
at Oxford Crown Court on March 
27.

VICTIMS of child abuse should 
not be called “slags”, Sir Tony 
Baldry has said in a letter. 

The Banbury MP wrote to the 
Lord Chancellor after the term was 
used by barristers in a case against 
five men and a boy from Banbury. 

In an open letter to Chris Gray¬ 


ling, Sir Tony suggested defence 
barristers in last week’s grooming 
gang trial “besmirched” the six 
children who were abused. 

During the trial, Michael Magari- 
an QC, defence barrister for Ahmed 
Hassan-Sule, suggested the motiva¬ 
tion for the girls coming forward 
could be because “it’s better to be a 
victim than a slag, excuse my lan¬ 
guage”. 

He added: “Once you are a victim 
who has been groomed you no long¬ 
er have to take any responsibility 
for anything that you did.” 

In the letter published online on 
Monday Sir Tony wrote: “As a mem¬ 
ber of the Bar myself I know that 
defence counsel have a duty to put 
their client’s case to the court. 


“However, I cannot envisage any 
circumstances in which it is appro¬ 
priate for members of the English 
Bar to describe victims of child 
abuse as ‘slags’.”

Gardens, Highlands, Mohamed 
Saleh, 22, of Orchard Way, North¬ 
rop, Said Saleh, 20, also of Orchard 
Way, Kagiso Manase, 25, of War¬ 
wick Road, Takudzwa Hova, 21, of 
Broughton Road, and a 17-year-old 
boy who cannot be named for legal 
reasons were found guilty at Oxford 
Crown Court on Friday 

The five men will appear at Ox¬ 
ford Crown Court on April 17 for 
sentencing. The 17-year-old will be 
sentenced on March 27.

Mysterious French maid painting appears on shop wall

A MYSTERIOUS “Banksy-style” 
painting has appeared on an 
Oxfordshire shop wall. 

The image was first spotted on 
the side of the empty building, 
causing a stir among passers-by 
Manager of nearby pub, the 
Banbury Cross, Tom Farmer, 
said he had seen the mural being 
spray-painted on to the wall at 
9am on Saturday. 

The 27-year-old said: “I don’t 
think it’s a Banksy because he 
does it nighttime. 

“I presume it’s the person who 


owns the building, which is 
about to turn into a cocktail and 
wine bar, with flats upstairs. 

“He was just in a tracksuit, 
with a white spray mask on. I 
think it looks nice.” 

No painter or commissioner 
has yet identified themselves as 
responsible for the artwork in 
Butchers Row, behind Banbury 
High Street, but it is understood 
to have been organised by the 
building’s owners. 

The “French Maid” mural is 
based on a real Banksy painting 


in Chalk Farm, London. 

It is now largely obliterated, as 
someone painted over most of it 
in 2008, following a fire in 
Camden Market. 

Banksy was one of 150 artists 
to have their work shown at 
Oxford’s second international 
art fair this February. 

The Bristol street artist’s “Di 
Faced Tenner”, fake £10 notes 
bearing the face of the late 
Princess Diana instead of the 
Queen and headed “Banksy of 
England”, were displayed. 
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Old iron works buildings 
look set for demolition

Relics from 1800s likely to 
be bulldozed to make way 
for industrial starter units 

HISTORIC 1800s buildings that 
made up the former Cherwell Iron 
Works could be demolished. 

Banbury company Swan Found¬ 
ry has submitted a planning ap¬ 
plication to bulldoze the buildings 
in Canal Street and replace them 
with six industrial “starter units”. 

The red brick structures are on 
the Local List for historical inter¬ 
est and since 2013 have been in¬ 
cluded within the council’s Oxford 
Canal Conservation Area. 

The current application states: 
“The proposed building will be 
clad externally in red brick” and 
“will have a natural slate roof fin¬ 
ish”. 

But Rob Kinchin-Smith, chair¬ 
man of the Banbury Civic Society, 
said the proposed buildings were 
“dressed up as Victorian looka- 
likes”. 

He said: “What was produced 
there, and what the buildings 
stand for in terms of Banbury’s 
history, is heavily significant. 

“None of the buildings on Canal- 
side are fabulous pieces of archi¬ 
tecture. But if this is converted it 
sends out the message that all you 
need to do is neglect a building

in the conservation area for long 
enough and you can then demol¬ 
ish it. We cannot afford that prec¬ 
edent.” 

The buildings form part of an 
industrial heartland that once 
stretched from Morrisons to 
Bridge Street. They were built in 
1862 by local engineer and mill¬ 


wright Joseph Kirby and Tipton 
coal-master Thomas Barrows. The 
firm operated as Kirby & Barrows, 
Barrows & Carmichael, Barrows 
& Stewart and Barrows & Co., fi¬ 
nally ceasing trading in 1919. 

With around 100 employees, 
the site was one of Banbury’s 
three largest employers and had 
a highly varied catalogue. From 
1855 it produced portable steam 
engines, steam ploughing machin¬ 


ery, threshing machines, mortar 
mills and pumping engines for 
coal mines 

Swan Foundry owner Martin 
Phillips said the firm, which is 
located next door and has owned 
the site for 12 months, considered 
the buildings “not economically 
viable”. 

He said: “It is a shed. They are 
unsafe. Because of the site’s lay¬ 
out, drug dealing goes on there.” 


Sex enquiry dropped 

BANBURY: Police say investigation of 
an alleged sex attack has been dropped. 

A woman claimed she was sexually 
assaulted in the Bankside area of 
Banbury on February 1. 

She told police a man attacked her, 
pulled her to the ground and tried to 
remove her clothing while she was 
walking along the Bankside, near 
Newbold Close, at about 3.30am. 

But a police spokesman said: “It has 
been established no offence took place 
and there will be no further action.”

Man to face trial 
for child sex bid 

BANBURY: A 44-year-old man 
will stand trial for attempting to 
arrange sex with a child under 13. 

Simon Veale, of Edmunds Road, 
Banbury, pleaded not guilty at 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday to 
the charge of attempting between 
January and March 2014 to 
arrange the commission of an act 
which would have involved 
penetrative sexual activity with 
the child.

The Rifles. His service took 
him to Lithuania, Ukraine 
and Macedonia between 
2002 and 2012, one-party- 
states until the fall of the 
Berlin Wall in 1989. 

Mr Roper said: “I really 
think voting is something 
people will not miss until it 
is gone. 

“I have seen the aftermath 
of not having a democracy 
in other countries where 
people are using their demo¬ 
cratic right. 

“They have now got free¬ 
dom of speech and they can 
vote for a political party 
rather than one man or one 
woman. 

“They are proud to have 
the choice that we have.” 


Mr Roper, who is now the 
chairman of the Oxford 
branch of the Royal Green 
Jackets Association, said 
who people voted for was not 
as important as voting itself. 

Pensioner Brenda Walton, 
70, has been casting her bal¬ 
lot for even longer than Mr 
Roper, having first voted in 
the 1966 General Election. 
She ‘despairs’ at women 
who do not vote and is ‘in¬ 
credulous’ that students are 
failing to register to vote. 

“My mum and dad in¬ 
stilled in me the importance 
of voting and I believe it’s 
important to vote, especially 
being a woman, because the 
suffragettes fought hard to 
get the vote for women.”

THE Community Trans¬ 
port Service run by Ban¬ 
bury’s Volunteer Connect 
organisation has just car¬ 
ried its 500th passenger. 

Since its inception almost 
three years ago the 45-driver 
service has helped clients 
make more than 4,500 jour¬ 
neys. It is supported by Cher- 
well District Council and has 
now been extended for a fur¬ 
ther two years. 

The first journey was from 
Steeple Aston to Deddington 
Surgery in October 2012. 

Most passengers use the 
service to attend medical ap¬ 
pointments, often when there 
are problems accessing pub¬ 
lic transport. But others have 
been taken shopping, to so¬ 
cial events and to visit family 
members in care homes. 

Manager Pip Dealtry said: 
“When we started I couldn’t 
imagine we would reach 
these numbers. Now we oper¬ 
ate throughout the Cherwell 
area. 

“We have an incredible team 
of drivers who give their time 


freely and who often go the 
extra mile by supporting our 
service users when they need 
help finding the right hospi¬ 
tal department.” 

For volunteer Mike Shann, 
59, from Hanwell, driving 
passengers is not just a ser¬ 
vice but a social experience. 

He said: “It’s amazing. You 
talk about all that has gone 
on and what they have done. 
You have some fantastic con¬ 
versations. I tend to take 
quite a lot of the same people 


and we usually sit and have 
a cup of tea and a biscuit at 
their house.”

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Rail line to reopen after landslip work finishes early 


THE railway line between 
Banbury and Leamington 
Spa is set to reopen tomor¬ 
row - three weeks ahead of 
schedule. 

Network Rail confirmed 
last week that the line would 
reopen on Friday 

The route between London 
and Birmingham has been 
closed since January 31 fol¬ 
lowing a 350,000-tonne land¬ 
slip near Harbury tunnel. 

The route is used by 
130-trains-a-day. 

Network Rail chief ex¬ 
ecutive Mark Carne said: 


“Thousands of passengers, 
and thousands of tonnes 
of freight, rely on this vital 
route every day. 

“Harbury cutting has suf¬ 
fered from landslips for more 
than 150 years. We have se¬ 
cured the cutting and made 
it safe and will carry out 
long-term repairs which 
will significantly reduce the 
chances of similar incidents 
in the future. 

“I would like to thank pas¬ 
sengers and the residents of 
Harbury for their ongoing 
patience while we fix the 


landslip and carry out fur¬ 
ther repairs ahead of the reo¬ 
pening.” 

The news came as a sur¬ 
prise after Network Rail an¬ 
nounced in February that the 
line would stay closed until 
Easter. 

Network Rail will remain 
onsite for several months af¬ 
ter the reopening, working 
on a permanent solution for 
the 30ft-deep cutting’s his¬ 
tory of landslips. 

Discussions will take place 
with local people on final 
plans for the landscaping of 


the surrounding area. Cross- 
Country managing director 
Andy Cooper said: “The ear¬ 
ly completion of the work is 
great news as we will again 
be able to provide through 
journeys by train for our 
long distance and local cus¬ 
tomers. The priority now 
is to rebuild our customers’ 
confidence in a reliable rail 
service.” 

A replacement bus service 
between Banbury and Leam¬ 
ington Spa will stop operat¬ 
ing today. Freight trains have 
been running overnight on 


the line since Monday ahead 
of tomorrow’s full reopen¬ 
ing. 

Chris Bates, chairman 
of the Cherwell Rail Users 
group and has had to “throw 
away tickets” since the land¬ 
slip, said of the move: “I sus¬ 
pect they’re using their first 
trains as a test. 

“It’s really good news. I 
hope that Network Rail have 
learned their lesson regard¬ 
ing getting work done before 
there’s a problem, not after.” 

But he added that the an¬ 
nouncement was also “an 


extremely good use of expec¬ 
tation management. You set a 
date far in advance until you 
learn a lot more. They would 
be extremely stupid now to 
let it slip behind this date.” 

Banbury town councillor 
Colin Clarke said: “It will 
make life easier for a lot 
of people. There have been 
traffic difficulties with the 
coaches and it will alleviate 
that. 

“In all fairness, if Network 
Rail set an earlier date before 
it would have been a black 
mark against them.”

Pub now in dire 


state say group 


TIME is running out for 
a village steering group’s 
bid to take over an aban¬ 
doned pub in Bloxham, a 
campaigner has claimed. 

The once-popular Red 
Lion in Bloxham High 
Street closed in August 
2013 and has lain empty 
ever since. 

Residents have been 
negotiating to buy the 
property from Fuller’s 
brewery and restore it 
as a family pub and res¬ 
taurant. But according 
to barrister Colin Chal¬ 
lenger, who frequented 
the pub for 25 years, the 
situation is now dire as 
the building is falling 
into disrepair. 

Mr Challenger, 69, said: 
“My wife visited the site 
in December with a sur¬ 
veyor. Stand beside it for 
five minutes and you will 
see the rats pouring in. 

“The interior is cov¬ 
ered with blue slime and 
fungus. The roof is fall¬ 
ing in. 

“It reeks of damp. The 
kitchen has been torn 
out and the furnishings 
are smashed up.” 

Several people have 
recently approached the 
steering group with de¬ 
velopment proposals. 

On February 8, more 
than 120 people attended 
a meeting at the War- 
riner School Hall, where 
they discussed a com-

plete restoration man¬ 
aged by caterer Wendy 
Dickens. 

Then, on Saturday, 
February 28, the steer¬ 
ing group also met 
briefly with property de¬ 
veloper Mike Halliwell, 
who has run similar 
projects in London and 
Leamington. 

There it was suggested 
the pub be turned into 
a wine bar and restau¬ 
rant, with an attached 
bric-a-brac store. 

Mr Challenger said: 
“At the moment nothing 
is going anywhere be¬ 
cause for any proposal 
to work, Fuller’s have 
to agree. At the moment 
they’re prepared to 
sell it on terms which 
are hopeless. 

“The asking price is 
close to double the mar¬ 
ket price.” 

At present the ask¬ 
ing price for the build¬ 
ing, listed as an “asset 
of community value” 
under the Localism Act 
2011, is £400,000. 

Chris Irving, from 
letting agents Fleurets 
which are managing 
the sale of the property, 
said: “The site is still 
for sale to anyone who 


puts in a satisfactory of¬ 
fer. Actually, the price 
has come down in the 
last year. 

“It could have been sold 
to other parties but the 
level of village interest 
has put other people off. 

“It’s almost been coun¬ 
ter-productive.” 

He added that while 
Fleurets was receiving 
quite a lot of interest in 
the Red Lion, the steer¬ 
ing team had mainly 
been speaking directly to 
Fuller’s. 

Fuller’s did not respond 
to requests for comment. 

Bloxham-based man¬ 
agement consultant Phil 
Slater, also on the village 
steering team, said the 
group’s ambitions for the 
site remained the same 
and he hoped to speak 
with Fuller’s about it in 
the near future. 

He said: “I was a cus¬ 
tomer in days gone by 
and saw how successful 
the pub could be at its 
peak. There’s no reason 
why it should not be so 
again.” 

If restored, the Red 
Lion would be one of just 
three pubs in Bloxham 
alongside the Joiners 
Arms in Old Bridge Road 
and the Elephant and 
Castle in Humber Street. 

The village used to 
have seven pubs of 
its own.

BANBURY Museum has re¬ 
ceived a windfall of more than 
£35,000 courtesy of Arts Coun¬ 
cil England. 

Following a successful application 
last November, the museum has 
been awarded the grant of £35,175 
from the Arts Council’s Museum 
Resilience Fund. 

The fund aims to change the way 
museums operate by making them 
more sustainable and resilient. 

Museum director Simon 
Townsend said: “I’m very pleased. 
The museum has been looking at 
improvements in this economic cli¬ 
mate.” 

One of the projects funded is an 
asset review, which will look at how 
aspects of the building including 
the shop, cafe and room hire servic¬ 
es are used, and how their use could 
be improved in line with public de¬ 
mand. 

The project will begin on April 1, 
and end in October or November. 

Mr Townsend added: “It’s very 
useful and will enable us to make 
better decisions about the future. 
We have a five-year business plan, 
which we review every year. 

“We hope to be here for decades.” 


About 180,000 people visit the mu¬ 
seum every year. Aided by the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund, it relocated to the 
town centre in 2002. 

Mr Townsend said: “It draws in 
visitors from Banbury and further 
afield and has very much of a re¬ 
gional punch.” 

Last year the museum ran an ex¬ 
hibition called Feeding the Front 
Line: Banbury’s explosive role in 
the First World War, which explored 
the history of a now-vanished am¬ 
munition filling factory just south 
of the M40. 

It was also one of just five muse¬ 
ums UK-wide to host the Royal Pho¬ 
tographic Society’s annual photo¬ 
graphic competition entries. 

Two establishments in Oxford¬ 
shire received the new grant. Ox¬ 
ford Museum was awarded £97,995 
to test and develop its digital skills. 

Hedley Swain, Arts Council Eng¬ 
land’s area director for the South 
East, said: “We are pleased to be 
able to support Banbury Museum 
and the Museum of Oxford- 

Operation of Banbury Museum 
was taken over from Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council in 2013, by the Ban¬ 
bury Museum Trust, meaning it 
now has charity status.

LIBRARIES in Oxfordshire - in¬ 
cluding the branch in Banbury - 
have signed up to a new scheme 
to help people suffering from de¬ 
mentia and their carers. 

The Reading Well Books on Pre¬ 
scription scheme was launched 
by charity The Reading Agency 
in 2013, to help people with men¬ 
tal health problems. 

It has now been expanded to 
specifically work with people 
with dementia and 12 Oxford¬ 
shire libraries have signed up. 

The scheme is partly funded 
by Arts Council England and 
backed by Alzheimer’s Society, 
Royal College of Nursing and 
NHS England. 

Each library taking part will 
have a selection of books recom¬ 
mended by dementia experts, 
which people suffering from the 
condition can read to help un¬ 
derstand their condition. 

The books will also be avail¬ 
able to carers to offer advice and 
help about looking after some¬ 


one with dementia. GPs are able 
to recommend books to their pa¬ 
tients and they can then request 
these when they visit a library. 

The county council’s culture 
chief, Lorraine Lindsay-Gale, 
said: “Libraries have a signifi¬ 
cant role in helping to build 
dementia-friendly communities. 

“This scheme provides quality 
information and advice, support 
following diagnosis and with 


early memory loss, practical and 
emotional help for carers and 
suggested activities to help peo¬ 
ple remain active and independ¬ 
ent for as long as possible.” 

Reading Well Books on Pre¬ 
scription has 25 books on the 
list, offering practical advice for 
carers. People with a prescrip¬ 
tion ask their local library and 
will be advised on which books 
to choose from the scheme’s list. 


Charities boosted with extra cash

The Stroke Club, which was set up by 
stroke survivors to help other stroke vic¬ 
tims, used cash to launch a new interac¬ 
tive website and ROSY used funding to 
buy equipment for youngsters. 

Unlimited Oxfordshire spent its grant to 
pay for renting space for its coffee events, 
as well as paying for refreshments.

A SECONDARY school pupil 
was reduced to tears during a 
First World War history trip 
to Belgium and France, where 
she discovered her great-great- 
grandfather’s grave. 

Rosie Mallory, who attends 
Chenderit School and turns 
15 today, embarked on the trip 
from Friday, February 27, to 
Monday, March 2, with fellow 
student Lily Searle, 15, and 
history teacher Steve Birkett as 
part of a government-funded 
initiative. 

The First World War 
Centenary Battlefields 
Programme runs until 2019, 
and aims to send two pupils 
from each state school on a 
tour of the Western Front. 

Students from the North 
Oxfordshire Academy, Banbury, 
also went on the same dates. 

Following an “acclimatisation 
session” in Kent, the group 
crossed the channel and spent 
the first day based in Ypres, 
Belgium. 


Rosie had done some research 
in advance and was able to find 
her great-great-grandfather’s 
burial place in the Plooegsteert 
Memorial, known to British 
soldiers at the time as “Plug 
Street”. 

Rosie lives in Middleton 
Cheney with father David and 
stepmother Danielle. She is the 
first family member to have 
visited and laid a wreath. 

She said: “We’d already been 
to quite a few places and seen 
thousands of names on graves. 
To see one that belongs to your 
family is really special.” 

Lance Corporal Albert 
Mallory, who served in the East 
Yorkshire regiment, was killed 
by sniper fire in Belgium on 
September 10, 1918. He was 32 
at the time and left behind a 
wife and two young sons, one 
of whom, George Mallory, was 
Rosie’s great-grandfather. 

Rosie’s grandparents also 
kept a box of letters sent from 
Lance Corporal Mallory to his 
wife Annie during his time in 
the trenches. 

They said he was four feet 
deep in the ground with old 


doors stacked on top to keep 
warm, and that the enemy 
would be shelling a hill 300 
yards from the trench. 

One letter, to be delivered in 
the event of his death, reads: 
“My last desire is that you do 
the best for yourself and the 
two little lads... I know you 
loved me to the very bottom of 
your affectionate nature, and if 
there is a Great Beyond where 
the souls of beings meet again, 
may we do so”. 

Rosie said: “I’m lucky to 
know quite a lot about him, 
because I realise a lot of people 
don’t have that. 

“My great-grandfather died 
last year -1 didn’t know I 
would be going on the trip but I 
think he would be quite proud 
now.” 

On the same evening, the 
Chenderit group also attended 
the nightly memorial service 
at the Menin Gate in Ypres, 
also attended by the British 
Ambassador for Belgium and 
serving British soldiers. 

Lily was invited to lay a 
wreath as part of the ceremony. 

She said: “It was sad. They 


hold it every night, and it 
makes you feel like they 
haven’t moved on. But I felt 
proud I contributed and can 
say I’m part of the millions of 
people who remember.” 

The group then travelled to 
France, visiting various sites 
around the Somme including 
the Thiepval Memorial. 

On Monday, they saw 
memorials to German and 
Indian soldiers as well as the 
Tynecot memorial to British 
soldiers. 

Teacher Steve Birkett, 40, 
has taught at Chenderit for 10 
years. He said: “I’d not done 
trips like this for a very long 
time. It certainly inspired me 
to do more.” 

Both girls studied the First 
World War in Year Nine but 
Mr Birkett said he believed the 
memorials “came to life” after 
Rosie’s discovery: “I think it 
became real for them. It wasn’t 
just a piece of history.” 

Both girls are currently in 
Year 10 studying for their first 
round of GCSEs. 

Rosie Mallory now plans to 
take a history A-level. 


Community encouraged to come together and help clean the streets

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Woman’s life ‘saved’ by 
the street triage project

A SCHEME that teams up po¬ 
lice officers and mental health 
workers “saved the life” of one 
Oxfordshire woman. 

The street triage project, which 
started in December 2013, means 
there are more resources every 
evening between 6pm-2am to help 
people who call the police feeling 
desperate. 

One woman, who did not want to 
be named, said the team stopped 
her from committing suicide in 
November. 

She said: “I have depression and 
panic attacks and my 19-year-old 
son is autistic, which is a night¬ 
mare sometimes. 

“One day I came home from work 
and all of a sudden I had feeling 
that went through me. 

“I exploded, I wanted to end it all. 
It was terrifying.” 

The 45-year-old pressed the panic 
alarm that had been given to her 
by doctors, calling the police to her 
address. 

She said: “They rang the street 


triage team and I spoke to a mental 
health worker called Cathy 

“She immediately made me feel 
listened to and calm. 

“A weight was lifted off my 
shoulders.” 

The team arranged for her to get 
help at a psychiatric unit and daily 
support. 

The charity worker was one of 
796 people helped by the street tri¬ 
age team, which attended 1,039 in¬ 
cidents in the scheme’s first year. 

And those sent to police cells - 
when NHS facilities are not avail¬ 
able - fell from from 109 in 2013 to 
30. 

The project, run jointly by 
Thames Valley Police and Oxford 
Health NHS Foundation, has been 
funded by the Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group for another 
year. 

Thames Valley Police Assistant 
Chief Constable Alan Baldwin 
said: “The team has made a signif¬ 
icant impact by putting the needs 
of the person at the heart of the 
service, proving that by working 
in partnership we can find more 
appropriate pathways for those in 
crisis. 

“There is still some way to go to 
resolve issues at a local and na¬ 
tional level. 

“Recognising this I am commit¬ 
ted to developing our Street Triage 
partnership in Oxfordshire.”

Firms to receive 
business rates 

BUSINESSES across Cherwell will 
receive new business rates this week as 
set by the government. 

Cherwell District Council are sending 
bills with the new individual business 
rates for the 2015/16 financial year. 

Lead member for finance for the 
council Ken Atack said: “We are 
approaching the end of the 2014/2015 
financial year and as such it is time to 
issue the annual bills for 2015/2016 year. 

“Contrary to popular belief, Cherwell 
does not set the rates and has no control 
over how much each firm is billed. 
However we are responsible for 
collecting them and the money is used to 
help fund the provision of local 
services.” 

Since April 2013, authorities have been 
allowed to keep a proportion of a 
company’s business rate to help fund 
local services. The collected rates are 
shared between the government, 
Cherwell District Council and 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

Mr Atack said: “On receiving their bill, 
business owners are advised to check the 
details are correct and inform Cherwell 
of any discrepancies immediately. 

“Bills can be paid manually or by direct 
debit over ten or 12 months or annually if 
preferred but will default to the same 
payment system as used last year unless 
we are notified of any changes. We would 
therefore urge anyone with any changes 
to contact us as soon as possible so we 
can amend the details prior to the start of 
the new financial year on April 1.” 

Along with the bill will be information 
on how rates are calculated, what 
discounts are available to individual 
businesses and how to pay.

Smokers are reminded that

IN THE lead up to national No 
Smoking Day residents are re¬ 
minded it is a criminal offence 
to drop cigarette butts. 

Since April last year, 25 fines 
have been dished out by Cher- 
well District Council for the lit¬ 
tering of cigarettes.

The district council’s lead

“In the meantime we would re¬ 
mind those who want to contin¬

On-the-spot fines can be given, 
which if they are not paid could 
result in a court summons. 

Mr Ilott said: “Our enforce¬ 
ment officers have the power to 
issue anyone seen littering with 
a £75 fixed penalty notice and 
this includes cigarette butts.” 


Cherwell presses on 
with joint councils 
move despite hitch 

PLANS for more co-operation with 
other councils are to be pursued by 
Cherwell District Council, despite 
another authority opting to delay its 
involvement in the project. 

In December last year Cherwell said it 
was going to explore working more 
closely with South Northamptonshire 
Council and Stratford-on-Avon District 
Council in order to cut costs. 

Stratford said recently it would delay 
its decision on the joint-working until 
after the General Election in May, but 
Cherwell and South Northamptonshire 
said they would press ahead. 

Cherwell District Council said the 
two councils hoped to save up to £12m 
in the coming years by sharing 
services. 

Details have not yet been given on 
what services would be shared. 

Cherwell District Council leader 
Barry Wood said: “Local authorities 
are facing an uncertain future in the 
wake of reductions in Government 
grants and an increasing population. 

“So at the end of last year all three 
authorities agreed to further explore 
the possibility of saving money via 
various scenarios including joint 
working and the use of council-owned 
companies.” 

South Northamptonshire Council 
leader Mary Clarke said: “We and 
Cherwell have agreed to push on and 
review all of our service areas to see 
which can be shared to generate 
savings. 

“If all goes to plan we expect that over 
a 10-year period joint working could 
generate additional savings of £4m for 
South Northamptonshire and a further 
£8m for Cherwell. This helps to protect 


Couple get royal shock 
with a discovery in wall

AN ENGLISHMAN’S home is his 
castle, or so the saying goes. 

But for David Crabtree and 
partner Karen Leonard, their 
labourer’s cottage has gone one 
step further. As workers knocked 
down a wall to begin building 
a two-storey extension, they 
uncovered large white coloured 
stones in the rubble. 

Once they put the 10 blocks 
together like a giant jigsaw puzzle, 
the couple realised they had a full 
blown royal coat of arms. 

Mr Crabtree, 56, said: “We were 


just astonished at what we 
were discovering and how 
exquisite and beautiful the 
carvings were as it’s very 
high quality work. 

“It’s a full royal coat 
of arms. The question is 
what was it doing buried 
in the walls of a labourers’ 
cottage.” 

Former television 
journalist Mr Crabtree, 56, 
and his partner Ms Leonard, 
51,bought their cottage in 
Hanwell last year. 

Their new pile is just a 
stone’s throw from the 
historic Hanwell Castle, 
which dates to the 15th 
century. 

Historians think the 
carvings date to the reign 
of Henry VIII or Elizabeth 
I, and suspect they were 
originally designed as a 
great centrepiece for the 
great hall at Hanwell Castle. 

It is thought they may have 
been made for a royal visit 
to the castle by Henry VIII 


himself. Medieval specialist 
Dr Rowena E Archer, a fellow 
of Brasenose College, now 
lives in part of the historic 
castle. 

Dr Archer said: “The 
sculpture of the full 
achievement of the royal 
arms of England, complete 
with the supporters of a lion 
and a griffin, or dragon, and 
the motto of the Order of the 
Garter, was probably a great 
over-mantel above a chimney. 
It might possibly have been 
put up on the occasion of a 
visit to Hanwell by Henry 
VIII and Katherine Parr. 

“The royal couple visited 
Woodstock in September 
1543, and Anthony Cope, 
William Cope’s second son, 
and the heir to Hanwell, was 
by then Queen Katherine’s 
Vice Chamberlain, the Copes 
having been linked to the 
Parrs for some time. 

“Certainly it would not 
have been far to go from 
Woodstock to Hanwell to 


visit and see the recently 
completed and very grand 
house. What better moment 
to set up a royal coat of arms 
to display their loyalty by a 
relatively minor member of 
the royal household?” 

When they uncovered the 
carvings, Mr Crabtree said 
they were turned inwards 
and packed with mud as if to 
protect them. 

He said: “It is possible 
that the coat of arms was 
hidden in the walls during 
the civil war period when 
Parliamentarian troops were 
billeted at Hanwell castle. 

“The English 
Parliamentary general 
William Waller stayed at the 
castle the night before the 
Battle of Cropredy Bridge in 
June 1644. He would not have 
taken kindly to the presence 
of a royal coat of arms in his 
barracks.” 

The couple plan to live in 
the cottage and may put the 
coat of arms up for auction.

MEMORIES are twinkling stars in a 
celestial map linking our past, present 
and future. 

Some of these glittering orbs dim 
naturally over time, such as first expe¬ 
riences from childhood, while others 
are temporarily obscured by the fog 
of modern life, like when we forget a 
friend’s birthday, what we dreamt last 
night, to water the plants or the last 
place we saw a set of keys. 

Alzheimer’s is an incurable neurode- 
generative disease that slowly robs a 
patient of the ability to see these stars 
and chart a safe passage back to the 
people they love. 

Names and faces of friends and fam¬ 
ily fade to black. 

For those left behind, staring into the 
unblinking eyes of a close relative who 
no longer recognises you is an anguish 
that defies words.

NOTHING puts a smile on 
your face more than a car- 
maker having the confidence 
to take a risk. 

And Citroen, with its history 
of cutting-edge cars from the 
Traction Avant and DS to the 
2CV, has never been afraid of 
making quirky, successful cars. 

So it is little surprise the C4 
Cactus, the French carmaker’s 
imaginative alternative to the 
traditional compact hatch¬ 
back, was instantly voted BBC 
TopGear Magazine’s favourite 
hatchback of 2014. 

Visually striking, the five-seat- 
er, four-door hatch has a light¬ 
weight and simplified design 
- from the aluminium bonnet to 
a minimalist interior, and Air- 
bump’ technology for bumpers 
and doors that protects from su¬ 
permarket dents. 

Inside the impression is one 
of simplicity and minimalism.. 
Behind the steering wheel the 
usual array of instruments is 
replaced by a simple digital dis¬ 
play with a large speed read-out, 
fuel level and mileometer. Warn¬ 
ing lights come on when needed. 

The dashboard is dominated 
by a seven-inch touchscreen, 
replacing conventional control

buttons, grouping together all 
the main functions including air 
conditioning, navigation, vehi¬ 
cle settings, telephone, media, 
connectivity and driving aids 
like parking sensors and rear¬ 
view camera. 

The system also allows con¬ 
nection to a series of applica¬ 
tions that include a ‘fuel’ app, 
allowing you to find the nearest 
and/or cheapest service station, 
hotels and restaurants and live 
traffic information. 

It also comes with a range of 
electronic aids to make driving 
easier, from park assist, that 
carries out parking manoeuvres 


automatically, to hill-start assist, 
cornering lights and an emer¬ 
gency call and assistance system 
that ensures the emergency ser¬ 
vices can locate the vehicle. 

he Cactus, 200kg lighter than 
the C4, is light yet quiet, positive 
and settled at speed. 

The wide front seats of the C4 
Cactus are designed in the style 
of a sofa, with a panoramic sun¬ 
roof making the interior light 
and airy. In the rear, passenger 
legroom is similar to that of the 
Citroen C4. With an equivalent 
wheelbase the C4 Cactus has the 
same amount of space, but more 
compact exterior dimensions. 


Drivers get a drug law alert 

Carry proof medicine is prescribed 


MOTORISTS who regularly take 
medication are being advised to 
carry prescriptions with them in 
case they are stopped under new 
"drug-driving" regulations. 

The new offence of drug-driving 
came into force on March 2, when 
police were given power to 
perform saliva tests at the side of 
the road for the presence of 
certain prescription drugs and 
illegal substances that can affect 
driving performance. 

Drivers who fail can be taken to a 
police station to provide a blood 
test for analysis. 

Tim Williamson, a motoring law 
expert at the law firm Blake 
Morgan, said drivers who take 


medication covered by the new 
rules should consider carrying 
proof that they have been 
prescribed the drugs by a doctor or 
healthcare professional. 

"Motorists will no doubt be 
concerned at the prospect of 
driving when they have taken 
prescribed medication," he said. 

"There will, however, be a 
medical defence if the motorist is 
taking medication in accordance 
with instructions from a healthcare 
professional, as long as the 
motorist is not also impaired. 

"I would advise drivers to ensure 
that they keep evidence of any 
prescription with them at all times 
while driving." 


The new drug-driving 
regulations, which sit alongside 
the existing offence of driving a 
vehicle while impaired through 
drugs, set recommended limits for 
16 drugs - a list made up of eight 
prescription medications and eight 
illegal substances. 

Medicines named are 
Amphetamine, Clonazepam, 
Diazepam, Flunitrazepam, 
Lorazepam, Methadone, 

Morphine, Oxazepam and 
Temazepam. 

It is thought the sentence for the 
new offence will mirror those for 
drink-driving - a ban of at least 12 
months, with a maximum £5,000 
fine and/or six months' jail.
